Artificial drying of grain requires 
two basic components—air movement 
and heat. Air is required to carry 
the moisture out of the grain, 
Studies have shown that drying should 
start with only a siallow depth 
of grain covering the false floor 
in the bin. The drying process can 
be continued with successive layers 
of grain up to maximum depth of 
8 feet, 

Heat is used to increase the mois- 
ture holding capacity of the air 
passing through the grain. As an 
example assume that outside air 
temperatures are 30 F and that this 
air has a relative tmumidity of 560 
percent Thi; air contains 97 grains 
of moisture and can absorb an_ ad- 
ditional 97 grains. A rise in temper- 
ature of 30 increases the maximum 
mositure iolding capacity to 579 
grains or about times its original 
content. The application of heat has 
approximately. tripled the maximum 
mosture holding capacity of this air, 
One bushel of wheat at 18 percent 
moisture must lose 16,800 grains of 
moisture to reduce it to 14 percent 
moisture content. 

Excessively high temperatures 
should not be used. Generally a tem- 
Perature increase of 20 to 30 degrees 
is sufficient for drying. Tempera. 
tures over 115 to 120 degrees may

MUCH THOUGHT HAS BEEN GIVEN in recent years to methods of 
dealing with criminals and of conducting penal institutions. Modern prisons 
differ greatly from those of earlier times and there is a growing tendency 
to better living conditions in prisons and to help prisoners towards rehabili- 
tation while they are serving terms in penitentiary. It has recently been 
announced by Joseph McCully, Deputy Commissioner of Penitentiaries, that 
nearly 2,000 inmates of penitentiaries in Canada are now taking corre- 
spondence courses in educational subjects, This is part of the programme 
which has been undertaken to help prisoners to fit themselves for useful 
work when they return to the outside world, 

* *. * * * 
Results of permitting prisoners to take correspond- 
Proved Plan ence courses have proved that the plan is well worth- 
while. A recent survey, taken of prisoners at Collins 
Is Worthwhile Bay penitentiary, Kingston, Ontario, showed that 
nearly eighty per cent. of those taking courses in vodational education did 
not revert to crime after leaving prison, In many cases criminals are men 
who have not been trained to make their living honestly, or who have been 
in work for which they were not suited, Trained for useful work, and for 
skills fitted to their abilities, many are happy and successful after receiv- 
ing vocational instruction while serving terms in penitentiary.

Meeting With that restriction of personal liberty was the greatest 

punishment suffered by prisoners, and that proper 
Good Results treatment during their time in penitentiary could

Thousands Of 
Trees Given To 
Sask. Schools 


REGINA. — Many of the young 
trees resting for the winter on Sask- 
atchewan school grounds came from 
the forest nursery station at Indian 
Head, 

Last year more than 30,000 young 
trees were sent free of charge to 
schools from the station for the con- 
servation and beautification of school 
grounds, 

The station supplies certain trees 
and shrubs free to any school in the 
province, in co-operation with the 
provincial department of education. 
Trees and shrubs available for school 
use are maple, ash, northwest poplar,

Boil 
until sugar sheets from edge of 
spoon, from 10 to 20 minutes, Pour 
into sterile glasses, and when cool, 
cover with hot melted paraffin.

Half peck Concord (blue) grapes, 
\% cup whole allspice, 4 pound stick 
cinnamon, 1 cup grape juice, 1 cup 
cider vinegar, 3 pounds sugar. Let 
ingredients except sugar come to 
boil and strain, Boil for 20 minutes 
after adding sugar. Pour into warm, 
sterile glasses. This recipe is deli- 
cious with meats. 
Grape Punch 
Ingredients are pint of grape juice, 
4% tray ice cubes, 1 cup of sugar, 
juice of two lemons and juice of one 
orange.

How to Use 


Plenty 


Of Inferior Feed. .. 


The prospects are for an abundant 
livestock feed supply in Canada, al- 
though of inferior quality, following 
poor weather conditions at harvest 
time, The same is true in the United 
States where more hay per hay-eat- 
ing animal unit will be available than 
ever before. Of feed concentrates, 
specialists in Washington report a 
supply 6 to 10 per cent. less per ani- 
mal than during the last three years, 
but about that much ‘more than the 
average before the War. 

The problem will be to make the 
most efficient use of the feed on hand, 
whatever the quality. Sound wheat 
and coarse grains make excellent 
feed, But what of unsound grains, 
smutted grains or rusted roughages? 
Do they constitute a danger to live- 
stock? What is their nutritive value? 

According to a release issued by 
the Experimental Station at Swift 
Current, Sask., smutted grains or 


Advocates Parent- 
Teacher Talks 


—Instead of Report Cards 


MOOSE JAW, Sask.—The old-fash- 
ioned school report card would be 


replaced by private, informal and 
regular parent-teacher conferences if 
Dr. 8. R. Laycock, dean of the col- 
lege of education, University of 
Saskatchewan, had his way. 

At the convention of the Moose 
Jaw superintendencies Dr. Laycock 
said individual parent-teacher confer- 
ences would have to be improved. a 
great deal in order to carry out such 
@ program. 

Many interviews have failed to do 
anything for the child and have 
created antagonism between the 
home and school because teacher or 
parent, or both, adopted the wrong 
attitude, or because the interview 
was-not properly conducted, 

Teachers should not hold a confer- 
ence if their aim is to put pressure 
on the child or complain about the 
child, Teachers must feel a sincere 
desire to help the child, Dr. Laycock 
said.

livestock, Ergoty grain, on the other 
hand, is harmful and should not be 
fed if the ergot bodies make up one- 
tenth of one per cent. of the grain. 
Sprouted grain is a good feed, en- 
tirely without danger to livestock, 
Its feeding value being lower than 
that of similar unsprouted grain, it 
is necessary to increase the amount 
fed to obtain good results, 
Considerable roughage will be of 
inferior quality. Hay that has been 
in the field during a series of raihs 
totalling two inches or more may 
lose up to 25 per cent, of its dry mat- 
ter containing as high as 50 per cent, 
of the proteins, Practically all of the 
Vitamin A will also be Jost. If this 
type of hay must be fed, it will be 
necessary to feed some form of pro- 
tein supplement if good results are 
to be obtained. Hay that has heated 
slightly in the stack will not neces- 
sarily be harmful, Again, however, 
some of the nutrients have been lost 
and additional amounts will be neces- 
sary to give the same results as 
sound hay. Extremely musty or 
dusty roughage should be avoided. 
Frozen or immature flax should 
not be fed as there is a danger of 
prussic acid poisoning. This poison 
can be detected by chemical analysis.
